The 1952 Buccaneer squad under the direction of 
Coach Madison Brooks was undoubtedly one of the 
best ever to represent State on the hardwood. State 
opened the season with a thrilling 75-67 victory over 
Western Carolina.

After the holidays, a fighting State squad pushed 
the University of Tennessee all the way before falling 
to a narrow 59-52 margin. The Vols had to overcome 
a 29-24 half-time deficit. Center Ted Starnes again 
led the Buc’s scoring with 15 points. Two nights later 
the Emory and Henry Wasps caught State fiat with 
a stinging 63-54 defeat. This was the first conference 
loss for State on its home floor in three years. Bob 
Saylor, senior guard, set the pace for the Bucs with 12 
points. After the U. T. and Emory-Henry setbacks, 
State exploded with a high-geared offense coupled 


with an air-tight defense to trounce Austin Peay 68-47. 

The highly ranked Bisons from David Lipscomb 
jumped into an early lead but found trouble before 
squeezing out a 60-58 decision. Sherrill, Lipscomb’s 
hot-shot guard, penetrated State’s defense for 25 mark¬ 
ers.

It looked as if the L. M. U. Railsplitters were going 
to turn the tables in their home encounter with State 
as they grabbed an early lead and stubbornly held on. 
Not until seven seconds before the final whistle was 
State able to tie the score. Hard-driving forward Lynn

Lipscomb defeated State in the quarter finals 58-54. 
The champs then fought back, winning three games 
in two days to enter the finals against the Bisons on 
Saturday night. In the final game, the tired Bucca¬ 
neers fought desperately before conceding the tourna¬ 
ment title to the Bisons 56-51. State was without the 
services of Bob Saylor and Coach Brooks throughout 
most of the tournament. Coach Green took over and 


found an able replacement in Bud Smith, whose play 
was little short of sensational. 

ETSC entered the Smoky Mountain Conference 
Tournament February 28-through March 1 at Bristol. 
They found little trouble in shooting out a 56-47 win 
over the Union Bulldogs in the finals.
